Hon.  Patrick  A.  Collins, 

Mayor  of  the   City  of  Boston  : 

Sir,  —  In  accordance  with  chapter  3,  section  24,  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Cemetery 
Department  present  their  annual  report  for  the  financial  year 
ending  January  31,  1905. 

The  term  of  office  of  Mr.  Albert  W.  Hersey  as  Trustee 
expired  on  May  1,  1904,  and  he  was  reappointed  for  the  term 
ending  1909. 

The  death  of  our  esteemed  Chairman,  Mr.  Jacob  Morse, 
caused  a  vacancy  on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  former 
Trustee  Mr.  Frederick  E.  Atteaux  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
unexpired  term. 

Upon  the  organization  of  the  Board,  after  the  death  of 
the  Chairman,  Mr.  Morse,  the  Trustees  unanimously  elected 
Mr.  William  J.  Fallon  as  Chairman. 

The  efficient  appointments  of  Trustees  made  by  your 
Honor,  during  the  past  year,  are  recognized  and  appreciated 
by  this  Board. 

The  following  officials  were  appointed  by  the  Board  to 
carry  out  the  work  of  the  department,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Trustees : 

Mr.  James   H.  Morton,  General   Superintendent,  has  gen- 
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eral  control  of  the  work  carried  on  in  the  cemeteries  and 
burying  grounds  of  the  department,  and,  with  headquarters  at 
Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  has  direct  supervision  of  the  work 
in  and  pertaming  to  that  cemetery.  The  Trustees,  with 
pleasure,  record  the  conscientious  and  painstaking  efforts  of 
Mr.  Morton  for  the  success  of  the  department,  as  is  evi- 
denced by  the  appearance  of  the  well-kept  cemeteries  owned 
by  the  city. 

Mr,  John  Frank  Keating,  Secretary,  is  the  executive  officer 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  is  in  charge  of  the  department 
office  at  City  Hall.  He  has  charge  of  the  records  of  the 
Board  and  of  the  department  finances,  and,  in  accordance 
with  the  city  ordinances,  is  under  bonds.

THE   RESOLUTIONS. 
In  Memoriam. 
JACOB   MORSE. 


Born  in  Wachenheim,  Bavaria,  May  18,  1829.  Died  in 
Brookline,  Mass.,  November  9,  1904.  Aged,  75  years,  6 
months. 

More  than  fifty  years  ago  Jacob  Morse  left  his  native 
country,  bringing  with  him  his  mother,  a  brother  and  three 
sisters,  and  arrived  in  New  York  September  16,  1854,  on  the 
clipper  ship  "  Mercury,"  after  a  passage  of  twenty-eight  days. 
He  came  at  once  to  Boston,  where  his  elder  brothers  had 
preceded  him,  and  directly  after  went  to  Manchester, 
N.  H.,  where  he  remained  in  business  for  several  years,  after 
which  time  he  joined  his  brothers  in  Boston,  and  participated 
in  the  building  up  of  the  great  clothing  house  of  Leopold 
Morse  &  Company,  of  which  he  finally  became  the  head  on 
the  death  of  his  brother  Leopold  in  1893.  Although  a  hard 
and  faithful  Avorker  and  attentive  to  the  conduct  of  this 
business  up  to  the  very  time  of  his  sudden  death,  and  besides 
being  a  director  in  several  other  business  enterprises,  his 
active  habits  enabled  him  to  devote  a  large  measure  of  time 
to  numerous  social  and  charitable  occupations. 

He  was  the  principal  moving  spirit  of  the  Leopold  Morse 
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Home  and  the  Chairman  of  its  House  Committee,  an  active 
and  influential  member  of  the  Boston  Federation  of  Associ- 
ated Jewish  Charities,  a  member  of  the  Masonic  and  Odd 
Fellows  societies,  a  member  of  the  Elysium  Club,  and  an 
associate  member  of  Edward  W.  Kinsley  Post  113,  G.A.R. 

He  was  ever  a  generous  giver,  but  his  charities  were  never 
ostentatious. 

Our  late  associate  and  dearly  loved  friend  was  appointed 
one  of  the  Trustees  of  Mount  Hope  Cemetery  on  May  1, 
1896,  and  was  reappointed  on  May  1,  1897.  Soon  after,  the 
management  of  all  the  cemeteries  owned  by  the  City  of 
Boston  was  placed  under  the  control  of  the  then  created 
Cemetery  Department,  and  of  this  Mr.  Morse  became  one  of 
the  Trustees.  He  served  continuously  on  this  Board,  and 
on  May  20,  1902,  was  elected  Chairman,  which  office  he  held 
until  his  death.  With  his  characteristic  energy  and  enthu- 
siasm Mr.  Morse  was  instrumental  in  embellishing  and 
enlarging  Mount  Hope  and  the  other  cemeteries,  and  to  his 
interest  and  efforts  many  improvements  are  to  be  especially 
credited.  Among  them  are  the  enlarging  and  beautifying  of 
the  Civil  War  Veterans'  lot,  and  the  placing  of  headstones 
at  the  graves  of  soldiers  and  sailors  buried  therein,  the 
building  of  the  handsome  chapel  at  Mount  Hope,  the  placing 
of  an  appropriate  fence  at  Evergreen  Cemetery,  and  the 
erection  of  the  beautiful  gateway  and  entrance  at  Mount 
Hope  Cemetery.  Other  notable  undertakings  were  the  pur- 
chase of  additional  land  at  Mount  Hope,  enabling  single 
graves  to  be  procured  by  our  citizens  at  modest  prices ;  the 
erection  of  the  new  greenhouses  and  the  new  administration 
building,  replacing  the  unsightly  wooden  structures  which 
so  long  marred  the  beauty  of  Mount  Hope ;  the  introduction 
of  electric  lighting  at  the  latter  cemetery,  and  the  erection  of 
an  administration  building  at  Evergreen  Cemetery.  These 
are  but  a  few  of  the  many  services  he  so  faithfully  helped  to 
perform  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  to  the  city  he  loved  so 
well,  and  he  was  justly  proud  of  the  fruits  of  his  labors. 

He  married  in  1859,  and  is  survived  by  his  widow,  three 
sons  and  four  daughters.  Devoted  to  his  home  and  family, 
genial  to  all,  delighting  in  entertaining  his  friends,  a  great 
favorite  with  the  young  and  youthful  with  them  in  spite  of 
his  more  than  three  score  years  and  ten,  —  his  character  and 
the  esteem  in  which  all  held  him  are  alike  shown  by  the 
loving  title  of  "Uncle  Jacob,"  with  which  old  and  young 
greeted  him,  and  by  which  name  he  delighted  to  be  called. 

"  None  knew  liim  but  to  love  him; 
None  named  him  but  to  praise." 
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This  Board  of  Trustees  desire  to  express  the  regard  and 
appreciation  we  have  ever  felt  for  the  high  character  and 
genial  fellowship  of  our  late  Chairman,  which  so  strongly 
bound  him  to  us.  He  was  a  loyal  and  patriotic  citizen,  and 
in  his  death  the  city  loses  the  services  of  an  able,  honest  and 
faithful  servant.

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THE   OLD   BURYING   GROUNDS. 


Since  the  establishment  of  the  department  the  Trustees 
have  been  particularly  active  in  the  care  of  the  old  burying 
grounds.  The  zealous  work  of  the  department  in  perfecting 
the  records  of  these  grounds  is  appreciated  by  the  individual 
interest  of  the  citizens,  and  the  extraordinary  number  of 
inquiries  made  relative  to  the  interments  in  the  grounds 
indicate  the  long  felt  necessity  for  undertaking  the  prepa- 
ration of  such  valuable  historical  records.  The  wisdom  of  the 
Trustees  in  beginning  and  continuing  this  line  of  work  seems 
to  have  been  amply  justified,  and  the  department  is  now 
enabled  to  satisfactorily  reply  to  many  questions  concerning 
the  old  grounds  which  cannot  be  answered  in  any  hitherto 
published  records.  We  realize  that  many  individuals  are 
in  possession  of  family  records  which  would,  aid  greatly  in 
compiling  a  complete  list  of  interments  both  in  the  graves 
and  tombs,  and  the  Trustees  respectfully  solicit  those 
possessing  such  information  to  communicate  with  the  depart- 
ment. We  are  very  grateful  to  the  individuals  who  have  so 
kindly  assisted  us  by  furnishing  us  facts  which  have  materi- 
ally aided  in  advancing  this  work.  With  this  report  is 
issued  a  history  of  the  Dorchester  North  Burying  Ground 
and  a  list  of  the  interments  in  said  ground  completed  as  far 
as  obtainable. 

Copp's  Hill  Ground  can  be  visited  daily  from  May  to 
November.  Granary  Ground  is  open  Sundays  during  seven 
months,  from  April  1  to  November  1.  Eustis  Street  Ground, 
Roxbury,  is  open  Saturday  and  Sunday  afternoons,  from 
June  1  to  November  1.  Under  proper  restrictions  the  old 
grounds  will  be  opened  at  any  reasonable  time  to  any  who 
make  application  at  the  department  office  in  City  Hall. 
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SUMMARY. 


The  Board  of  Trustees  herewith  summarize  the  improve- 
nients  completed  during  the  year,  the  work  in  progress  and 
to  be  done  during  the  coming  year,  and  include  suggestions 
for  the  protection  and  care  of  the  cemeteries. 

In  compliance  with  various  orders  and  votes  passed  by  the 
city  government,  and  with  money  provided  by  them,  land 
was  purchased  adjoining  Mount  Hope  Cemetery  to  provide 
single  graves  for  those  who  desired  graves  which  could  be 
purchased  at  a  moderate  price.  A  portion  of  this  land  has 
been  prepared  for  burials,  and  the  first  interment  in  this  sec- 
tion was  made  last  April.  Since  that  time  the  demand  for 
these  moderate  priced  graves  has  been  such  as  to  show  the 
wisdom  of  the  city  government  in  making  it  possible  for 
the  department  to  obtain  land  to  meet  this  demand. 

Noticeable  in  the  work  done  this  year  at  Mount  Hope 
Cemetery  is  the  improvement  of  the  land  at  the  corner  of 
Walk  Hill  and  Harvard  streets.  The  old  barn  and  sheds 
which  stood  on  this  site  were  removed  some  time  ago,  and 
the  ground  has  now  been  regraded  and  ornamented  by  the 
planting  of  shrubbery. 

The  plot  of  land  at  Mount  Hope  Cemetery  situated  on 
Walnut  avenue,  near  the  chapel,  is  now  being  prepared  for 
family  burial  lots.  This  plot  consists  of  two  acres  and  occu- 
pies a  very  desirable  location  in  the  cemetery.  It  will  be  in 
excellent  condition,  and  lots  therein  can  be  procured  as  early 
as  May  of  1905. 

The  bai'ge  service  from  Blue  Hill  avenue  and  Walk  Hill 
street  to  Mount  Hope  Cemetery  will  be  continued  by  the 
department,  as  in  previous  years,  as  the  electric  car  line  has 
not  as  yet  been  extended  to  the  cemetery. 

We  respectfully  renew  a  recommendation  made  by  this 
Board  in  previous  years  for  the  erection  of  a  permanent 
fence  of  about  2,000  feet  in  length  between  Mount  Hope 
and  Calvary  Cemeteries.  The  line  of  division  is  at  present 
marked  by  a  spruce  hedge  and  wire  fencing,  which  through 
age  has  become  dilapidated.  In  addition  to  the  unsatisfac- 
tory appearance  of  the  hedge  there  remains  the  added  danger 
of  fire,  which  is  possible  to  occur  in  a  shrubbery  wall  and 
cause  much  damage  to  adjoining  property.  By  the  placing 
of  a  wall  of  suitable  material  this  danger  would  be  averted, 
and  would  add  considerably  to  the  appearance  of  that  portion 
of  the  cemetery. 
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At  Evergreen  Cemetery  is  located  the  burial  lot  of  Post 
92,  G.  A.  R.  During  this  year,  at  the  request  of  the  post, 
this  lot  was  regraded,  and  will  be  planted  with  shrubbery 
during  the  coming  spring.  (The  work  indicated  above  of 
improving  this  lot  will  be  done  out  of  the  regular  appropria- 
tion of  this  department.) 

The  unused  strip  of  land  situated  between  Columbia  road 
and  the  Dorchester  North  Burying  Ground  has  not  as  yet 
been  added  to  this  ground.  The  Trustees  await  action  of 
other  city  departments  who  now  have  control  of  the  land. 

In  view  of  the  impression  which  seems  to  prevail  even 
among  those  fairly  conversant  in  city  affairs  that  this  depart- 
ment consists  only  of  Mount  Hope  and  Evergreen  Cemeteries, 
the  Trustees  beg  to  emphasize  in  this  annual  report  that 
such  is  not  the  case.  On  the  contrary,  the  fact  is  that 
eighteen  of  the  cemeteries  located  within  the  city  limits  are 
owned  by  the  City  of  Boston  and  are  under  the  direct 
management  of  this  department,  and  the  maintenance  and 
care  of  this  entire  number  of  cemeteries  must  be  provided  for 
from  the  appropriation  allotted  annually  to  the  department 
by  the  city  government.  Of  these  eighteen  cemeteries,  there 
are  fifteen  whose  dates  of  establishment  cover  periods  between 
1630  and  1820,  and  owing  to  their  historical  value  a  deep 
interest  is  taken  in  them  not  only  by  our  own  citizens,  but  by 
the  large  number  of  persons  who  visit  our  city.  Requests 
are  frequently  received  concerning  improvements  in  these 
grounds,  and  the  Trustees  give  the  same  careful  consideration 
and  favorable  action  when  possible. 

In  conclusion,  the  Trustees  are  daily  receiving  words  of 
approval  from  the  public  for  the  manner  in  which  the  city 
government  provides  for  the  care  of  the  cemeteries,  and  the 
opinion  is  frequently  expressed  that  this  city  is  foremost  in 
this  respect.  We,  therefore,  on  behalf  of  the  lot  owners 
and  the  public  in  general,  extend  to  His  Honor  Mayor  Patrick 
A.  Collins  and  the  individual  members  of  the  city  govern- 
ment sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  fair  considera- 
tion bestowed  upon  this  department.  The  successful  results 
of  undertakings  of  the  department  are  due  to  the  courteous 
treatment  of  the  city  government  of  Boston.

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ARTICLES,  BY-LAWS,  RULES  AND   REGULATIONS  OF 
THE  CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT. 


ARTICLE  I.  The  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Boston  relating 
to  the  Cemetery  Department  shall  apply  to  the  conduct  and 
management  of  this  department. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  Trustees  of  the  Cemetery  Department 
shall  organize  on  the  first  of  May.  At  this  meeting  there  shall 
be  chosen  a  Chairman,  a  Secretary,  a  General  Superintendent 
and  custodians  of  the  several  grounds.  A  majority  of  the  Com- 
mission shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Commission  shall  be  held  on  the 
fourteenth  day,  except  when  same  comes  on  Saturday  or  Sunday, 
when  it  shall  be  held  on  the  Friday  preceding,  and  on  the 
fourth  Monday  of  each  and  every  month  at  3.30  o'clock  P.  M. 

Other  meetings  to  be  called  by  the  Chairman,  as  he  may  deem 
advisable. 

ARTICLE  III.  The  Chairman  shall  preside  over  the  meetings 
of  the  Commission  and  shall  designate  the  hour  and  place  thereof. 

He  shall  sign  the  deeds  of  conveyance  of  lots  and  bonds  given 
for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  same ;  he  shall  sign  and  approve  the 
bills,  pay-rolls,  and  sign  such  orders  as  are  necessary  to  permit 
interments  and  removals  of  bodies,  and  the  opening  and  closing  of 
cemeteries  ;  he  shall  make  the  annual  and  other  reports  to  the  City 
Council,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  required  by  the  or- 
dinances of  the  city ;  all  bills  on  account  of  the  department  shall 
be  approved  by  him  before  they  are  presented  to  the  city  for  pay- 
ment ;  in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  his  duties  shall  be  per- 
formed by  such  Commissioner  as  he  delegates  to  act  in  his  absence  ; 
such  delegation  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  specify  the  specific 
action  or  actions  delegated. 

ARTICLE  IV.  The  Secretaky.  The  Secretary  shall  notify 
and  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Commission  and  perform  all  cleri- 
cal work,  and  keep  the  records,  plans  and  papers  of  said  Com- 
mission ;  the  Secretary  shall  keep  such  books  as  directed  by  the 
Board,  showing  transactions  concerning  the  various  cemeteries 
under  this  Commission,  and  shall  prepare  and  record  in  books  kept 
for  the  purpose  all  deeds  of  conveyance  of  lots  or  bonds  given  for 
the  perpetual  care  of  the  same  ;  the  Secretar}^  shall  have  charge  of 
all  the  plans,  books,  catalogues  and  other  papers  of  the  Commis- 
sion (except  as  hereinafter  pro\ided),  and  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  delegated  by  said  Com- 
mission. 
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ARTICLE  V.  The  General  Superintendent.  The  Gen- 
eral Superintendent  shall  reside  on  the  premises  known  as  Mount 
Hope  Cemetery,  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioners 
shall  have  the  custody  of  said  cemetery  and  the  general  super- 
vision of  all  the  cemeteries  and  burying  grounds  under  the  control 
of  this  Commission  ;  he  shall  keep  the  various  cemeteries  and 
burying  grounds  in  a  condition  satisfactory  to  the  Commissioners  ; 
shall  have  the  authority,  under  the  direction  of  the  Trustees 
having  same  in  charge,  to  engage  and  discharge  workmen,  and 
to  order  and  arrange  their  respective  duties ;  said  Superin- 
tendent shall  keep  in  books  provided  for  the  purpose,  of  which 
he  shall  be  the  custodian,  regular  and  accurate  records  of  all  inter- 
ments in,  and  removals  from,  Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  and  said 
records  shall  include  the  names  and  ages  of  all  persons  interred, 
and  also  the  place  and  date  of  their  interment ;  he  shall  see  that 
all  the  regulations  made  by  the  Commission  in  regard  to  inter- 
ments and  the  construction  of  tombs,  monuments  and  fences  are 
complied  with ;  he  shall  see  that  the  rights  of  the  city  and  the 
regulations  of  the  Commissioners  are  respected  and  complied 
with  by  all  persons  employed  on  any  of  the  grounds  under  the 
control  of  the  Commission,  and  by  individual  proprietors ;  he 
shall  fulfil  all  contracts  made  with  proprietors  for  the  care  and 
decoration  of  lots,  for  their  permanent  care,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  the  Commission  may  require ;  he  shall  have  full 
power  to  remove  from  Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  and  other  cemeteries 
and  burying  grounds  mthin  the  control  of  this  department,  im- 
proper and  disorderly  persons,  to  abate  nuisances,  and  to 
remove  rubbish  and  unnecessary  and  unsightly  decorations  or 
adornments ;  a  general  report  of  all  transactions  of  Mount  Hope 
Cemetery,  with  proper  vouchers,  also  the  number  of  interments 
made  for  the  preceding  month,  shall  be  rendered  by  him  ;  he  shall 
also,  from  time  to  time,  inspect  the  other  cemeteries  and  burying 
grounds  within  the  charge  of  this  Commission,  and  shall  report 
monthly  their  condition,  and  make  such  recommendations  as  he 
deems  advisable  in  reference  to  the  same  to  the  Commission. 

The  compensation  of  the  General  Superintendent  shall  include 
the  use  of  the  dwelling-house  connected  with  Mount  Hope  Ceme- 
tery, and  he  may  also  cultivate  such  portions  of  the  grounds  of 
Mount  Hope  Cemetery  and  keep  such  domestic  animals  for  his  own 
use  as  the  Commissioners  may  designate ;  and  may  be  removed 
for  cause  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Commissioners. 

ARTICLE  VI.  The  Commission  shall  establish  an  oflSce, 
wherein  the  Board  can  hold  its  meetings,  and  which  shall  be 
open  to  the  public  daily  (Sundays  and  holidays  excepted).  The 
records  of  the  department,  under  the  control  of  the  Secretary, 
shall  be  kept  at  such  office,  and  the  keys  of  the  various  ceme- 
teries and  burying  grounds  shall  also  be  kept  there.  The  office  shall 
be  equipped  in  a  suitable  manner  for  the  purposes  of  its  work, 
and  at  said  office  the  Secretary  of  said  Board  shall  be  located. 
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COMlVnTTEES. 

The  Chairman  shall  at  the  meeting  succeeding  the  meeting  of 
organization  appoint  each  one  of  the  Commissioners  a  Committee 
of  One,  who  shall  visit  from  time  to  time  such  cemeteries  and 
burying  grounds  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Chairman  in  said 
appointment,  and  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Commissioners, 
when  required,  the  state  and  condition,  with  recommendations 
concerning  the  same,  of  such  cemeteries  or  burying  grounds  as  are 
designated. 

The  Commissioners  as  a  whole  shall  act  as  a  Committee  on 
Accounts,  who  shall  in  executive  session  of  the  Board  consider 
all  bills  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  each  month,  after  which  the 
bills  shall  be  approved  by  the  Chairman. 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Grounds  and  Greenhouses,  con- 
sisting of  three  Commissioners,  who  shall  consider  the  treatment 
and  care  of  the  grounds,  greenhouses,  trees,  avenues,  and  paths 
in  the  cemeteries,  and  whose  duty  shall  be  to  make  such  recom- 
mendations to  the  Board  in  reference  to  care,  alterations,  repairs, 
and  improvements  therein  as  they  shall  deem  expedient. 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Employees  and  Pay-rolls,  con- 
sisting of  one  Commissioner,  and  a  Committee  on  Purchases  and 
Supplies,  consisting  of  one  Commissioner,  whose  duties  shall  be 
to  make  such  recommendations  to  the  Board  in  reference  to  the 
matters  pertaining  to  their  respective  committees  as  they  shall 
deem  expedient. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  committees  to  make  reports  to  the 
Board  from  time  to  time,  with  such  recommendations  as  will 
enable  the  Board  to  pass  upon  the  same,  with  due  regard  to  the 
circumstances  and  for  the  best  interests  of  the  administration  of 
the  department. 

Interments. 

No  interment  shall  be  made  in  the  cemeteries  or  burying 
grounds  under  the  control  of  this  Commission  until  such  a  per- 
mit as  may  be  required  by  the  laws  of  the  State,  or  of  the  city 
or  town  from  which  the  deceased  may  be  brought,  together  with 
an  order  from  xhe  proprietor  of  the  lot  or  tomb  in  which  the 
interment  is  to  be  made,  or  from  his  legal  representative,  shall 
be  obtained.  Such  permit,  when  the  interment  is  to  be  in  Mount 
Hope  Cemetery,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Superintendent  of  Mount  Hope 
Cemetery,  and  if  in  other  cemeteries,  to  the  person  or  persons 
designated  by  tliis  Commission ;  but  in  no  event  until  the  fees 
have  been  paid. 

No  removal  of  bodies  from  the  cemeteries  or  burying  grounds 
in  charge  of  this  department  will  be  permitted,  except  as  provided 
by  the  laws  of  the  State,  city,  or  town,  and  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  the  Board  of  Health,  or  an  order  from  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Cemetery  Department. 

Until   otherwise    ordered,   the  fees    for  digging    a   grave  and 
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making  an  interment  in  same,  or  making  an  interment  in  a  pri- 
vate tomb,  shall  be  according  to  the  following  schedule :

Lots. 

Lots  shall  be  laid  out  by  the  Superintendent  in  Mount  Hope 
Cemetery  and  in  Evergreen  Cemetery,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Commissioners,  and  every  lot  so  laid  out  shall  be  marked 
with  a  stone  number.  The  erection  of  fences,  memorial  stones, 
tombs,  planting  of  trees,  shrubs,  and  plants,  and  the  adornment  of 
lots  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Cemetery  Commission, 
who  shall  have  the  right  of  determining  the  suitability  of  the 
same,  and,  in  the  event  that  they  deem  the  same  unsuitable,  to 
remove  or  abolish  the  same. 

Sales  and  Conveyances.  ' 

No  deed  of  any  lot  shall  be  issued  to  more  than  one  grantee, 
nor  to  any  person  as  trustee,  executor  or  administrator,  except 
by  vote  of  the  Commissioners. 

Burials    in    Single    Grave    Sections    op    Mount    Hope    and 
Evergreen    Cemeteries. 

No  more  than  two  adults,  or  one  adult  and  two  children  under 
five  years  of  age,  will  be  allowed  to  be  interred  in  one  grave 
in  the  single  grave  sections  of  Mount  Hope  Cemetery  and  Ever- 
green Cemetery,  without  the  consent  of  the  Cemetery  Commis- 
sioners, for  which  a  payment  of  $5,  $15  and  $20  each,  according 
to  location,  in  Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  and  S15  each  in  Evergreen 
Cemetery  will  be  required. 

When  a  grave  shall  become  vacant  by  the  removal  of  the  bodies, 
the  right  of  burial  shall  terminate.  But  in  case  the  owner  becomes 
a  purchaser  of  additional  rights  in  another  section  in  the  ceme- 
tery, the  price  pre\aously  paid  shall  be  allowed  in  part  payment. 
Rights  of  burial  are  not  transferable  in  Section  F  of  Mount  Hope 
Cemetery. 

No  inclosures  nor  posts  will  be  permitted  in  any  of  the  single 
grave  sections. 

The  base  measurements  for  headstones  must  not  be  over  two 
feet  six  inches  in  length  and  one  foot  two  inches  in  width. 

No  raised  mounds  will  be  permitted  in  the  single  grave  sections 
without  permission  of  the  Board  of  Cemetery  Commissioners. 
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Rights  in  not  more  than  two  graves  will  be  sold  to  one  person 
at  one  time. 

Deeds  will  be  issued  at  time  of  purchase.  In  event  of  purchasers 
or  their  agents  neglecting  to  supply  the  name  for  deed  within 
sixty  days,  the  Cemetery  Department  will  hold  the  grave  in  trust, 
and  will  so  record  it,  after  which  no  interments  therein  or  removals 
therefrom  shall  be  made  until  a  deed  is  issued. 

Receiving  Tomb. 

Bodies  may  be  deposited  in  the  receiving  tomb  at  Mount  Hope 
Cemetery,  or  at  Evergreen  Cemetery,  on  the  payment  of  ten 
(10)  dollars  to  the  Superintendent.  If,  within  four  months  after 
such  deposit,  the  body  shall  be  interred  in  another  part  of  the 
same  cemetery,  no  further  charge  shall  be  made  for  such  inter- 
ment ;  but  if  the  body  shall  not  be  removed  from  the  tomb  within 
the  period  above  specified,  the  General  Superintendent  may  cause 
the  body  to  be  interred  in  such  place  as  shall  be  designated  by 
the  Commissioners.  But  the  Superintendent,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Commissioners,  may  allow  the  body  to  remain  a  longer 
time,  on  the  payment,  in  advance,  of  three  (3)  dollars  per  month 
for  an  adult  and  two  (2)  dollars  per  month  for  a  child. 

Monuments,  Stones,  Fences,  etc. 

Proprietors  have  a  right  to  erect  on  their  lots  monuments  and 
stones  of  appropriate  character.  Tablets  or  other  devices  of 
wood,  fences  of  wood  or  iron,  or  hedges  are  not  permitted. 

No  grave  ur  tomb  shall  be  opened  for  an  interment  or  removal 
by  any  person  except  by  order  of  the  Commissioners  or  Super- 
intendent. 

Funerals. 

Early  notice  should  be  given  to  the  Superintendent  at  Mount 
Hope  Cemetery  of  funerals  which  are  to  be  held  in  that  cemetery, 
and  in  other  instances  to  the  custodians  or  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commissioners. 

At  least  twenty-four  hours'  notice  shall  be  required. 

Visitors. 

Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  Evergreen  Cemetery,  Bennington  Street 
Cemetery,  the  Dorchester  North  and  South  and  Copp's  Hill 
Burying  Grounds  (the  latter  from  May  1  to  November  1)  shall  be 
kept  open  daily,  Sunday  included,  from  eight  o'clock  A.M. 
to  sunset.  All  other  cemeteries  shall  be  kept  locked,  and  the 
keys  thereof  shall  be  in  the  custody  of  the  Chairman,  or  of  such 
person  as  he  shall  designate  to  hold  the  same.  Visitors  desiring 
to  obtain  admittance  to  such  cemeteries  or  burying  grounds  shall 
make  application  to  the  Chairman  or  Secretary  of  the  Commis- 
sion, or  to  the  Commissioner  in  charge  thereof,  who  shall,  in  his 
discretion,    under  such    provision    or  circumstance  as  he  deems 
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expedient,  allow  said  cemetery  or  burying  ground  to  be  opened  to 
the  inspection  of  the  applicant.  Lot  holders  and  owners  of 
tombs  in  said  cemeteries  or  burying  grounds  shall  have  a  right  to 
visit  the  same,  within  reasonable  time  after  notice  of  their 
desire  to  the  Chairman  or  Secretary  of  the  Commission. 

Rules  and  Regulations. 

1.  Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  Evergreen  Cemetery,  Bennington 
Street  Cemetery,  the  Dorchester  North  and  South,  and  Copp's 
Hill  Burying  Grounds,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  open  to  visitors  at  all 
seasonable  hours. 

Persons  desiring  to  visit  the  other  burying  grounds  may  do  so 
by  making  application  at  the  office  of  the  Cemetery  Department 
in  City  Hall. 

2.  No  horse  is  to  be  driven  within  the  cemeteries  or  burying 
grounds  under  this  department  faster  than  a  walk,  and  no  horse 
shall  be  left  in  the  grounds  without  a  keeper  except  by  the  con- 
sent of  the  custodian  in  charge,  who  may  designate  places  where 
the  horse  may  be  fastened  or  secured. 

3.  No  bicycles  or  automobiles  allowed  on  the  grounds. 

4.  Visitors  must  at  all  times  be  orderly,  and  will  not  be  per- 
mitted to  walk  on  the  flower  beds,  upon  the  grass  or  the  graded 
lots  or  borders. 

5.  All  persons  are  prohibited  from  gathering  flowers,  cutting 
or  breaking  any  tree,  plant  or  shrub,  carrying  or  eating  luncheon 
in  any  of  the  grounds  of  this  department,  and  no  one  shall  be 
allowed  to  write  upon  or  to  otherwise  deface  any  sign,  monument, 
fence  or  structure,  within  the  control  of  this  department. 

6.  No  slab,  monument,  marker,  or  other  structure  shall  be 
erected  in  or  removed  from  any  of  the  said  cemeteries  without 
the  permission  of  said  Commission  or  some  person  delegated  by 
it  to  act  in  the  premises. 

7.  The  Superintendent  or  Custodian  in  charge  of  the  cem- 
etery is  authorized  to  remove  all  persons  who  violate  any  of 
these  regulations. 
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TO   LOT   OWNERS. 


The  subject  of  perpetual  care  of  lots  and  graves  is  now  a 
very  important  one.  By  Act  of  Legislature  the  City  of 
Boston  has  the  authority  to  accept  sums  of  money  in  trust, 
the  income  thereof  to  be  devoted  to  the  perpetual  care  of  the 
lot  named.  In  recent  years  all  lots  have  been  sold  subject 
to  that  condition,  but  as  such  a  rule  was  not  made  until  many 
years  after  the  establishment  of  the  cemeteries  there  are  at 
the  present  time  a  number  of  lots  without  perpetual  care. 
Is  this  not  a  matter  worthy  the  attention  of  those  who  desire 
to  provide  for  the  future  care  of  their  burial  lots?  Many  of 
the  earlier  purchasers  of  lots  have  since  placed  them  in  per- 
petual care,  and  we  earnestly  request  the  remaining  lot 
owners  to  consider  this  matter  favorably.  The  advantage  of 
perpetual  care  to  each  lot  owner  is  in  the  matter  of  minimum 
expense  in  caring  for  the  lot  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and 
adds  to  the  general  appearance  of  the  cemetery.  Massachu- 
setts State  law  makes  it  lawful  for  the  administrator  or 
executor  of  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person  to  provide  for 
the  perpetual  care  of  a  burial  lot. 

The  title  of  a  burial  lot,  after  the  decease  of  the  proprietor, 
is  governed  by  Massachusetts  Statutes,  chapter  78,  section  26 
of  the  Revised  Laws,  which  is  inserted  below,  together  with 
sections  28  and  29  of  chapter  78  concerning  the  rights  of 
interment  of  wives  and  husbands  of  proprietors  of  lots  or 
tombs. 

Section  26  of  Chapter  78  :  Lots  in  cemeteries  incorporated 
under  the  pro\dsions  of  section  one,  tombs  in  public  cemeteries  in 
cities,  and  lots  and  tombs  in  public  cemeteries  in  towns,  shall 
be  held  indivisible,  and  upon  the  decease  of  a  proprietor  of 
such  lot,  the  title  thereto  shall  vest  in  his  heirs  at  law  or  devisees 
subject  to  the  following  limitations  and  conditions  :  —  If  he  leaves 
a  widow  and  children  they  shall  have  the  possession,  care  and 
control  of  said  lot  or  tomb  in  common  during  her  life.  If  he 
leaves  a  widow  and  no  children  she  shall  have  such  possession, 
care  and  control  during  her  life.  If  he  leaves  children  and  no 
widow,  they  shall  have  in  common  the  possession,  care  and  control 
of  such  lots  or  tombs  during  their  joint  lives,  and  the  survivor  of 
them  during  his  life.  The  persons  in  possession,  care  and  control 
of  such  lots  or  tombs  may  erect  a  monument  and  make  other  per- 
manent improvements  thereon.     The  widow  shall  have  a  right  of 
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permanent  interment  for  her  own  body  in  such  lot  or  tomb,  but  it 
may  be  removed  therefrom  to  some  other  family  lot  or  tomb  with 
the  consent  of  her  heirs.  If  two  or  more  persons  are  entitled  to 
the  possession,  care  and  control  of  such  lot  or  tomb,  they  shall 
designate  in  writing  to  the  clerk  of  the  corporation,  or  if  it  is  a 
tomb  or  lot  in  a  public  cemetery,  to  the  board  of  cemetery  commis- 
sioners, if  any,  or  to  the  city  or  town  clerk,  which  of  their  number 
shall  represent  the  lot;  and  in  default  of  such  designation,  the 
board  of  trustees  or  directors  of  the  corporation,  the  board  of 
cemetery  commissioners,  if  any,  or  the  board  of  health,  if  such 
lots  or  tombs  are  in  public  cemeteries,  in  cities  or  towns,  shall 
enter  of  record  which  of  said  persons  shall  represent  the  lot  during 
such  default.  The  widow  may  at  any  time  release  her  right  in 
such  lot,  but  no  conveyance  or  devise  by  any  other  person  shall 
deprive  her  of  such  right. 

Section  28  of  Chapter  78:  A  wife  shall  be  entitled  to  a  right 
of  interment  for  her  own  body  in  any  burial  lot  or  tomb  of  which 
her  husband  was  seised  at  any  time  during  coverture,  which  right 
shall  be  exempt  from  the  operation  of  the  laws  regulating  convey- 
ance, descent  and  devise,  but  which  may  be  released  by  her  in  the 
same  manner  as  dower. 

Section  29  of  Chapter  78:  A  husband  shall  have  the  same 
rights  in  the  tomb  or  burial  lot  of  his  wife  as  a  wife  has  in  that 
of  her  husband  and  may  assert  or  release  the  same  in  the  same 
manner  as  she  may  assert  or  release  her  rights. 

From  the  above  it  can  be  seen  that  the  Massachusetts 
laws  require  that  the  title  of  a  lot  shall  be  vested  in  the 
name  of  a  living  individual.  Heirs  are  requested  to  imme- 
diately comply  witb  this  State  law  after  the  death  of  a  lot 
owner.  Otherwise  delays  may  occur  in  determining  whether 
interment  orders  are  properly  signed.  Application  for  nec- 
essary documents  in  blank  form  may  be  made  at  the  depart- 
ment office  in  City  Hall.

PEEFACE. 


The  first  complete  Historical  Sketch  of  the  First  Burying  Place 
in  Dorchester  is  herewith  submitted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Cemetery  Department  of  Boston.  Under  direction  of  the 
Trustees,  the  work  of  gathering  and  arranging  the  subject  matter 
has  been  performed  by  Mr.  Henry  A.  May,  to  whom  our  sincere 
thanks  are  due  for  the  success  achieved.  Great  care  has  been 
taken  to  obtain,  from  all  sources,  the  history  of  this  ground  from 
its  establishment,  in  1634,  to  the  present  time.  The  epitaphs 
standing  in  the  ground  in  1872  were  copied  in  that  year  by  Mr. 
May,  and  verifications  and  additions  have  been  brought  up  to 
May  1,  1905.  In  addition,  many  ancient  epitaphs  have  been 
included,  which  have  been  obtained  from  authentic  sources,  but 
the  stones  have  long  since  disappeared  from  the  ground.  Many 
of  the  names  and  dates  of  death  recorded  on '  stones  are  not 
found  in  the  record  of  deaths  in  the  town  records  of  Dorchester, 
although  recorded  as  residents  of  the  town.  Concerning  burials 
in  tombs,  in  but  rare  cases  is  found  recorded  in  which  tomb 
any  person  was  buried.  In  view  thereof,  Mr.  May  has  taken 
especial  pains  to  search  for  facts  in  regard  to  interments  in  these 
tombs,  and  the  largest  amount  of  time  and  research  has  been 
expended  to  perfect  the  record  of  the  tombs. 

The  final  list  of  burials  with  this  sketch  has  been  compiled 
after  an  exhaustive  examination  of  the  records  of  the  Town  of 
Dorchester  and  the  City  of  Boston.  From  information  at  hand 
they  cannot  be  classified  under  the  heading  of  being  buried  in  a 
particular  tomb,  or  having  any  gravestone  standing,  although 
recorded  as  buried  in  this  ground. 

The  Trustees  will  gratefully  accept  any  information  concerning 
burials  in  any  of  the  old  burying  grounds  of  Boston,  and  request 
that  such  information  be  sent  to  the  Cemetery  Trustees,  Room 
76,  City  Hall,  Boston,  Mass. 


THE    FIRST    BURYING    PLACE,    DORCHESTER, 

MASS. 

[Dorchester  North  Burying  Ground.] 


The  town  voted  November  3,  1633,  to  establish  a  bui-ying 
place,  and  November  3,  1634,  the  land  was  laid  out  five  rods 
square,  and  enclosed  with  a  fence.  By  tradition  the  first  burying 
place  from  1630  to  1634  was  located  near  the  first  meeting-house 
erected  near  the  corner  of  what  is  now  East  Cottage  and  Pleasant 
streets  ;   but  there  are  no  records  to  substantiate  the  claim. 

There  are  eighty-seven  tombs  in  the  ground,  the  oldest  being 
in  the  southwest  corner  on  the  first  land  laid  out  for  a  burying 
place.  Eight  of  these  tombs  have  raised  horizontal  monuments 
above  the  tombs,  and  one,  the  Nathaniel  Hatch  tomb,  has  a  per- 
pendicular slate  slab  erected  in  memory  of  his  father,  Brigadier- 
General  Estes  Hatch.  The  oldest  tombs  in  order  of  date  are: 
Major-General  Humfrey  Atherton,  1661 ;  John  Moseley,  1661 ; 
Reverend  Richard  Mather,  1669;  William  Pole  (Pool),  1674; 
Reverend  Josiah  Flint,  1680;  Elder  James  Humfrey,  1686; 
Lieutenant-Governor  William  Stoughton,  1701;  William  Royall, 
1724;  Nathaniel  Hatch,  1759;  Reverend  Jonathan  Bowman, 
1775. 

Near  these  tombs  are  the  oldest  gravestones  in  the  ground, 
many  containing  names  and  dates  not  found  in  the  town  records 
of  Dorchester,  and  also  in  the  record  of  epitaphs  there  are  some 
thirty  ancient  gravestone  records  that  are  now  gone. 

The  oldest  date  on  any  gravestone  is  that  of  Barnard  Capen 
and  his  wife  Joan,  bearing  the  date  of  1638.  This  is  not  the 
original  stone  —  that  being  now  in  the  New  England  Historic 
Genealogical  Society's  Library,  and  is  in  two  pieces,  about 
half  of  the  original  stone.  Barnard  Capen  came  in  the  "Mary 
and  John  "  in  1630.  The  next  oldest  gravestone  is  the  horizontal 
monument  to  Abel,  1644,  and  Submite,  1648,  said  to  have  been 
children  of  Thomas  Clarke  of  Boston  and  Dorchester. 

The  grave  of  Captain  Hopestill  Foster  has  a  raised  horizon- 
tal monument;  came  from  London,  1635;  Artillery  Company; 
Ensign  Dorchester  train  band;  selectman  1646,  and  for  thirty 
years  after  Deputy  to  the  General  Court ;  .Justice  or  Com- 
missioner of  Trials.  His  wife's  name  was  Mary.  He  died  Octo- 
ber 14,  1676,  aged  56  years. 

William  Pole,  or  Pool,  came  to  Dedham,  1630,  then  to  Dorches- 
ter, where  he  was  town  clerk  many  years  and  schoolmaster ;  he 
died  25th  February,  1674. 

.John  Maudesley,  or  Moseley,  came  to  Dorchester,  1630;  free- 
man March  14,  1638-9;  married,  first,  Elizabeth ,  married, 

second,  Cicily ;  he  died  October  27,  1661. 
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In  the  oldest  section  of  the  ground  are  two  groups  of  two  and 
four  graves,  also  a  single  grave  covered  with  rough  stones.  Each 
stone  is  about  five  feet  in  length,  and  is  laid  on  top  of  the  graves. 

John  Foster,  mathematician  and  printer,  son  of  Captain  Hope- 
still  Foster,  graduated  Harvard  College  1667.  Opened  the  first 
printing  office  in  Boston  1675.  Printed  the  first  book  1676,  the 
last  book  in  1680.     He  died  September  9,  1681,  aged  33  years. 

Major-General  Humfrey  Atherton,  member  of  the  Artillery 
Company  and  afterwards  Ensign,  Lieutenant  and  Captain,  1650 
and  1658.  Representative  from  Dorchester  to  the  General  Court, 
1638  and  1650.  In  1659  was  Speaker.  Was  originator  of  the 
first  train  band  of  Dorchester.  Commanded  the  Suffolk  regiment ; 
and  in  1656  was  made  Major-General,  the  highest  military 
officer  in  the  colony.  He  led  an  expedition  against  the  Narra- 
gansett  Indians.  He  was  town  treasurer  and  several  times 
selectman.     He  died  16th  September,  1661. 

Reverend  John  Danforth,  son  of  Reverend  Samuel  Danforth  of 
Roxbury,  born  1652;  graduated  Harvard  College  1677;  ordained 
June  8,  1682  ;  died  May  26,  1730,  aged  70.  He  married  Eliza- 
beth, a  sister  of  Lieutenant-Governor  Stoughton,  and  they  were 
both  buried  in  the  Stoughton  tomb. 

Reverend  Richard  Mather,  born  in  Lowton,  Lancashire,  Eng- 
land, 1596.  Married,  first,  Miss  Holt  of  Bury,  1624.  Married, 
second,  widow  of  Reverend  John  Cotton,  1656.  Four  of  his 
six  sons  were  ministers.     He  died  April  22,  1669,  aged  73  years. 

Reverend  Josiah  Flint,  son  of  Reverend  Henry  Flint  of  Brain- 
tree.  Graduated  Harvard  College  1664.  Ordained  December 
27,  1671  ;  died  September  15,  1680,  aged  35  years. 

William  Stoughton,  born  in  England,  1631,  son  of  Colonel  Israel 
Stoughton,  who  commanded  the  Massachusetts  troops  in  the 
Pequot  war;  graduated  at  Harvard  College  1650;  went  to  Eng- 
land, where  he  became  a  fellow  of  New  College,  Oxford.  After 
preaching  in  Sussex  county,  he  returned  to  New  England.  In  1671 
was  made  Assistant,  and  held  the  office  several  years.  In  1687 
was  one  of  Sir  Edmund  Andros'  Council.  He  was  Lieutenant- 
Governor  of  Massachusetts  from  1694  to  1699,  and  from  1700  to 
July,  1701,  and  acting  Governor  a  portion  of  the  time.  He  was 
commander-in-chief  five  years,  beginning  1694.  Was  a  benefac- 
tor of  Harvard  College,  and  Stoughton  Hall  was  built  at  his 
expense  in  1698.     He  was  Chief  Justice  1692-1701. 

Elder  James  Humfrey  was  ruling  elder  during  the  pastorates  of 
Reverend  Richard  Mather,  Reverend  Josiah  Flint  and  Reverend 
John  Danforth.     He  died  12th  of  May,  1686,  in  78th  year. 

Elder  Hopestill  Clap  died  September  2,  1719,  aged  72  years. 

Ann  Pearce,  wife  of  Robert,  died  December  31,  1695,  aged 
about  104  years. 

William  Royall  of  North  Yarmouth,  Maine,  died  7th  of  Novem- 
ber, 1724,  aged  85  years.  Hon.  Isaac  Royall,  son  of  William, 
died  7th  of  June,  1739,  at  Charlestown,  aged  67  years.  Both 
buried  in  the  Royall  tomb,  which  is  the  largest  in  the  burying 
ground. 
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William  Taller,  born  Februar}'  25,  1675-6,  died  March  1,  1732. 
Was  Lieutenant-Governor  1711  and  1730  to  1733.  November  9, 
1715,  to  October  4,  1716,  and  June  30  to  August  8,  1730,  he  was 
acting  Governor.  He  was  son  of  William  Taller  and  Rebecca 
Stoughton,  sister  of  Lieutenant-Governor  William  Stoughton. 
He  and  his  wife  were  buried  in  the  Stoughton  tomb. 

Brigadier-General  Estes  Hatch,  Brigadier-General  of  Horse, 
commanded  a  troop  of  horse  at  the  battle  of  Louisburg,  died 
February  6,  1759,  aged  70. 

.James  Blake,  Annalist,  died  4th  of  December,  1750,  aged  63 
years. 

Reverend  Jonathan  Bowman,  born  February  23,  1703-4. 
Graduated  at  Harvard  College  1724;  ordained  November  5, 
1729;  resigned  December  14,  1773;  died  March  30,  1775,  aged 
71  years.     A  raised  horizontal  monument  over  his  tomb. 

Reverend  Moses  Everett,  born  .July  15,1750;  ordained  Sep- 
tember 28,  1774  ;  resigned  January  14,  1793  ;  Judge  of  Probate, 
County  of  Norfolk,  1808  ;  died  March  25,  1813.  A  raised  hori- 
zontal monument  over  his  tomb. 

Reverend  Thaddeus  Mason  Harris,  born  July  17,  1768  ;  gradu- 
ated at  Harvard  College  1787  ;  died  April  3,  1842. 

Captain  John  Withington,  commanded  a  company  of  soldiers  in 
the  Canady  Expedition  October  3,  1690;  Lieutenant  George 
Minott  and  Ensign  Samuel  Sumner  were  of  this  company. 

18th  of  March,  1694-5.  A  committee  of  three  were  chosen  by 
the  town  to  procure  land  to  enlai'ge  the  burying  place.  No  record 
has  been  found  of  what  this  committee  did  about  the  matter. 

May  20,  1718.  The  town  voted  to  purchase  additional  land  to 
enlarge  the  burying  place.  No  record  has  been  found  of  this  pur- 
chase. 

9th  of  May,  1726.  A  committee  was  chosen  by  the  town  to 
buy  land  adjacent  to  the  burying  place,  and  on  the  lOtb  of  August, 
1727,  they  purchased  one-quarter  of  an  acre  of  land  on  the  east- 
erly side  of  the  burying  place  for  ten  pounds.

Between  Henry  Flint  Esq^  of  Cambridge  in  the  County  of  Mid- 
dlesex within  His  Majesties  Province  of  the  Ma/sachu/etts  bay  in  New 
England  Edmund  Quincy  Esq'^.  of  Braintree  in  the  County  of  Suiiolk  in 
the  Province  afores'd  Dorothy  his  wife  who  is  Daughter  to  the  Rev'd 
M''  Josiah  Flint  late  of  Dorchester  in  said  County  of  Suffolk  deced  & 
E/ther  Flint  of  Boston  in  said  County  of  Suffolk  Spinster  who  is  Grand 
Daughter  to  the  s<i.  Rev'*.  M"".  Josiah  Flint  &  Daughter  &  Sole  heir  of 
his  son  Josiah  Flint  late  of  Boston  afores'^  also  deced  of  the  one  party; 
and  Thomas  Tilestone  Esq'.  Ebenezer  Mawdsley  &  James  Blake  Jun'. 
yeoman  all  of  Dorchester  in  s'^.  County  of  Sui?olk  in  the  Province  afore- 
said a  committee  chosen  &  Impowered  on  the  9  day  of  May  172G  by  the 
Inhabitants  of  the  first  Precinct  in  said  Town  of  Dorchester  now  (by 
dividing  of  said  Town  into  Two  Townships)  the  Town  of  Dorchester  to 
purchase  for  s"^'.

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The  next  oldest  tombs  are  those  on  the  south  hne,  or  Stoughton 
street  side,  and  are  seventeen  in  number.  On  the  north  centre 
of  the  ground  are  thirty-three  tombs. 

On  the  extreme  north  end  of  the  ground  are  three  tombs. 

On  the  east  side,  from  Stoughton  street  line  to  the  north  part 
of  the  ground,  are  twenty-four  tombs. 

A  granite  tomb  on  the  north  central  part  of  the  ground  is  the 
last  tomb  built.

Four  small  slate  stones  are  now  standing,  marking  the  place  of 
interment  of  four  negro  servants  —  three  belonging  in  the  family 
of  Robert  Oliver  and  one  in  the  family  of  James  Foster. 

A  large  number  of  soldiers  of  the  Revolutionary  army  were 
buried  in  this  ground  and  a  few  of  their  names  are  given  below  : 

Samuel  Pierce,  rose  to  the  rank  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  during 
the  war.

Oliver  Billings  was  Captain  of  a  company.  Edward  Glover 
was  Second  Lieutenant,  and  Ebenezer  Glover  was  Ensign  of  the 
same  company.     Captain  John  Homans  was  Surgeon. 

In  1903,  the  Mass.  Society,  S.  A.  R.,  erected  a  bowlder  with 
a  bronze  tablet  over  the  graves  of  forty  soldiers  of  the  Revolution 
who  died  and  were  buried  here  in  1775-1776.

November  12,  1834.  A  committee  of  six  townsmen  of  Dor- 
chester were  chosen  by  the  town  to  ornament  the  burying  ground. 
Mr.  Samuel  Downer  was  chairman  of  the  committee.  The  ground 
was  cleared  of  bushes  and  weeds,  avenues  and  paths  laid  out, 
gravestones  righted,  and  shade  trees  and  shrubs  were  planted. 

There  are  now  over  2,220  monuments,  tablets  and  gravestones 
in  the  ground  over  tombs  and  graves.  These  stones  and  tablets 
are  of  slate,  sandstone,  granite,  marble  and  bronze  ;  also  some 
1,200  slate  and  marble  footstones. 

The  ground  now  contains  135,700  square  feet  of  land,  and  has 
two  entrances  ;  a  double  gateway  of  iron  fronting  on  Columbia 
road,  with  a  bronze  tablet  affixed  in  1883,  with  the  names  of 
prominent  townsmen  of  Dorchester  who  were  buried  in  the  ground. 
Another  entrance  with  a  double  gateway  of  iron  fronts  on  Stough- 
ton  street. 
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We  have  the  record  of  five  sextons,  or  superintendents  of  this 
ground,  whose  services  cover  a  period  of  nearly  150  years  — 
1762-1905. 

Thomas  Clap,  1762  to  1797;  buried  1,080  persons;  he  died 
August  11,  1798,  aged  eighty-five  years. 

Daniel  Davenport,  March  3,  1806,  to  March  12,  1852;  buried 
1,837  persons;  he  died  December  24,  I860,,  aged  eighty-seven 
years,  six  months,  nineteen  days. 

William  Davenport  (son  of  Daniel)  buried  from  April  15, 
1848,  to  December  13,  1865,  1,267  persons;  died  .January  30, 
1866,  aged  thirty-nine  years,  seven  months,  nineteen  days. 

George  Fowler  appointed  by  town  of  Dorchester,  1869,  and 
after  annexation  continued  by  the  City  of  Boston  until  November 
30,  1889;  buried  1,378  persons;  he  died  November  16,  1896, 
aged  eighty-four  years,  eight  months  and  thirteen  days. 

John  J.  Burnes,  appointed  by  the  City  of  Boston  on  December 
1,  1889,  and  is  the  present  custodian  of  this  ground.  He  has 
buried  to  May  1,  1905,  443  persons.

The  Committee  chosen  to  Ornament  the  North  Burying  ground  beg 
leave  to  report. 

That  they  have  examined  the  walls  and  fences  round  the  Burying 
place,  and  find  a  part  of  the  same  not  sufficiently  good  to  keep  out 
Cattle. 

They  beg  leave  further  to  state  that  there  is  about  four  rods  of  old 
wall  and  Fence,  belonging  to  the  town  on  the  east  side;  bordering  on 
Me/s'^^  Lewis  and  Enos  Clapp's  land,  also  about  three  rods  of  very  poor 
wall  on  the  east  side;  bordering  on  land  owned  by  M"^.  Ebenezer  Seaver 
and  also  twenty  lengths  of  very  poor  rail  fence  on  the  south  side 
bordering  on  land  owned  by  M'^.  William  Bird. 

Your  Committee  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  Town  make 
a  good  substantial  Wall  between  Me/s'^^  Clapps  and  Seaver  land,  and 
that  the  Slat  fence  on  the  South  side  be  continued  the  whole  length  out 
on  M'^.  Birds  land. 

Should  the  Town  think  proper  to  make  these  repairs  and  alterations, 
and  which  would  make  the  Ground  safe  from  the  intrusion  of  Cattle. 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  many  more  individuals  would 
be  encouraged  to  aid  in  ornamenting  and  clearing  up  this  long  neglected 
Burying  place,  and  that  the  amount  by  subscription  already  Ninety 
dollars  would  in  a  short  time  be  sufficient  to  warrant  a  commencement 
of  the  work.

The  Committee  appointed  for  ornamenting  the  lower  Burying  Ground 
respectfully  report. 

That  they  state  with  great  pleasure  there  was  an  excellent  feeling  and 
respect  paid  to  the  improvement  of  the  Tombs  and  Graves  the  past 
summer  and  they  have  good  reason  to  think  more  will  be  done  this 
summer  than  any  other  season. 

Work  done  in  the  Burying  Ground  15  Tombs  finished  with  good  soil, 
soded  and  ornamented  (10  probably  will  be  done  in  the  same  manner  the 
ensuing  summer). 

80  Gi-aves  put  in  handsome  order  and  ornamented  more  or  less  with 
Shrubbery  and  Flowers.  300  Fine  Trees  of  different  kinds,  all  han- 
some  and  growing  in  excellent  health.  100  more  will  be  set  out  the 
coming  Summer.  Most  of  them  lay  now  in  the  Burying  Ground  with 
roots  covered  in  the  soil. 

Shrubbery  and  Flowers  a  large  quantity  now  growing  and  more  will 
be  set  out  coming  season. 

The  Chairman  will  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Selectmen  for 
their  kindneys  in  allowing  soil  to  be  taken  from  the  Gutters  of  the  road 
side  and  assistance  in  removing  it  to  the  Burying  Ground;  also  the 
thanks  of  the  Chairman  to  the  public  generally,  for  their  great  respect 
and  reverence  paid  to  the  Trees  and  Flowers  growing  there,  not  even 
a  Dafodil  or  Shrub,  has  been  taken  the  summer. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  in  casting  the  expence  laid  out  on 
the  Burying  Ground  the  past  Season  find  they  exceed  the  amount  voted 
by  the  Town  from  Twenty  five  to  Thirty  dollars.  This  balance  with 
two  Bundles  of  handsome  forest  Trees  select  by  himself  when  in  New 
York  and  Philadelphia  he  will  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  to  the 
Burying  Ground. 

Your  Committee  ask  for  another  appropriation  (viz)  Fifty  dollars  to 
be  laid  out  in  righting  the  Grave  Stones  and  finishing  the  avenues  and 
ornamenting  them  with  Trees  and  Shrubbery.

Town  meeting  April  5  1841. 

The  Committee  for  Ornamenting  the  North  Burying  Ground  present 
a  report  of  their  proceeding  the  past  year. 

They  have  spent  the  proceeds  $45.  that  was  voted  as  follows  —  First, 
They  have  set  upright  all  the  Grave  stones  in  the  Burying  Ground 
They  have  had  all  the  Trees  dug  round  twice  the  Suckery,  Brambles 
and  Bull  gra/s  dug  ui^  twice,  a  number  of  mountain  Ash  and  other  trees 
added  to  the  Ground  besides  a  large  lot  of  Shrubbery  and  Flowers  set 
out  to  Ornament  the  walks,  throughout  the  whole  Ground. 

They  also  Report  with  great  pleasure,  there  is  a  good  spirit  with  the 
owners  of  the  old  Tombs. 

Nine  Tombs  have  been  soiled,  sodded,  and  ornamented  the  past  year, 
and  most  of  the  remainder  have  promised  to  follow  the  same  example 
the  coming  year. 

The  Committee  ask  for  Twenty  dollars  for  the  following  purpose. 
First  to  purchase  and  set  out  Eight  Silver  leaf  Maple  Trees  side  of  the 
new  south  fence,  these  will  make  the  rows  compleate.  Also  to  dig 
round  the  Trees,  twice  and  to  put  round  the  trees  on  the  gravel  knolls 
half  a  wheel  barrow  of  dirt  taken  from  the  gutters  of  the  road ;  also  dig 
over  the  Burying  ground  to  keep  down  the  Suckery,  Brambles  and  bull 
gra/s  that  may  come  up  again. 

They  also  ask  for  Fifteen  Dollars  to  repair  the  monuments,  and  cut 
over  the  letters,  so  to  make  them  legible,  time  having  oxydated  the 
stones  so  much,  they  cannot  be  now  read,  the  Tombs  of  the  ReV^  Par- 
son Flint,  School  master  and  Recorder  Poole,  they  were  the  early  bene- 
factors and  friends  of  the  Town.

And  cutting  over  the  letters,  so  to  make  them  readable  another  150 
years.  On  Master  Poole  Stone  were  cut  357  letters,  and  figures  and  his 
coat  of  Arms,  on  the  Rev^i  J  Flints  were  cut  657  letters  and  figures 
$23.00. 

Cash  paid  for  repairing  Brick  Work  Masons  Work,  Cement,  Brick  and 
Morter  $5.  whole  $48. 

The  Committee  recommend  one  more  appropriation  viz;  $20  for 
chopping  down  the  Brambles,  and  digging  round  the  Trees,  as  they 
were  last  year  $13. 

The  Committee  overpaid,  towards  Master  Pools  and  Rev.  J  Flints 
Tomb 

Also  a  Sum  $18.  for  cutting  over  the  letters  316  of  B.ev'^  Richard 
Mathers  Tomb  Stone  and  the  Brick  work  must  be  rebuilt  again. 

M'^  Edmund  Baker  a  relative  of  the  Hon^  Major  General  Humphrey 
Atherton  informed  me  he  would  have  his  Tomb  put  in  good  order. 
Messrs  Moseley  will  have  the  Ancient  Moseley  Tomb  put  in  good  order. 
This  will  make  a  finish  of  the  Old  Tombs.  There  has  been  one  hand- 
some Tomb  built  by  M""  Pope  it  is  a  credit  to  the  owners,  an  ornament 
to  the  Burying  Ground.  The  few  remaining  Tombs  I  hope  they  will 
fijiish  this  Summer,  the  Selectmen  will  put  up  the  Fence  between  M"^ 
Birds  land  and  the  Burying  place,  then  the  Burying  Ground  will  be  well 
enclosed  and  ornamental  and  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee  will  give 
up  his  office  with  satisfaction  to  himself  and  hopes  to  the  approbation 
of  the  town.

Dorchester,  March  1^'  1843 

The  Committee  for  Ornamenting  the  North  Burying  Ground  presents 
a  Report  of  their  proceedings  the  past  year. 

They  have  spent  the  proceeds  $39.  that  was  voted  as  follows  viz. 
Repairing  the  old  monuments  and  cut  over  the  letters  on  the  Rev. 
J.  Flints,  Master  Pooles  and  Richard  Mather's  Tomb  Stones,  so  they 
can  be  readable  another  Hundred  years.  M'^  Moseley  had  the  brick 
Monument  of  the  Old  Moseley  Tomb  built  over,  Messrs.  Baker  and 
others,  has  had  General  Athertons  brick  Monument  rebuilt  over,  and 
intends  having  the  letters  on  the  Tomb  stones  cut  over  again,  this  will 
make  a  finish  of  all  the  ancient  Tombs. 
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There  has  been  added  to  the  Burying  Ground  the  past  year  two  hand- 
some Tombs  and  one  elegant  Marvel  Monument,  a  number  of  Fir  Trees 
and  some  Shrubbery. 

The  Chairman  of  the  above  Committee  will  now  surrender  up  his 
office  and  close  with  a  few  remarks. 

They  commenced  Ornamenting  the  North  Burying  Ground  in  1835,  at 
that  time  the  Fences  for  the  most  part  were  very  poor,  the  ground 
nearly  covered  with  Brambles,  and  full  of  Snakes,  little  or  no  order 
had  been  observed  in  Burying  the  Dead.  We  have  in  1843  in  good  order 
viz, 

The  fences  mostly  new  and  efficient,  the  Ground  laid  out  in  very  good 
order,  the  Brambles  and  Snakes  have  disappeared,  and  the  Burying 
ground  is  now  covered  with  a  great  variety  of  handsome  and  beautiful 
Trees,  some  of  them  of  rare  kinds,  also  a  quantity  of  very  handsome 
Shrubbery  and  Flowers. 

The  Chairman  will  take  this  opportunity  to  give  his  warm  T^hanks 
to  such  of  the  Selectmen  who  have  co-operated  with  him,  in  these  kind 
and  efficient  aid,  also  to  many  other  Frieijds  that  have  lent  their  assist- 
ance to  this  good  cause.

The  part  of  the  Selectmen's  printed  report  which  refers  to  Burial 
Groimds. 

There  was  appropriated  the  last  year,  the  sum  of  One  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  to  improve  the  Burial  Grounds.  That  sum  appears  insuf- 
ficient for  taking  care  of  the  trees  and  shrubbery  and  clearing  the 
walks  and  carriage  ways.  We  would  therefore  recommend  that  the 
sum  of  Two  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  the  present  year  for  this 
purpose,  and  we  would  also  recommend  that  the  Town  take  measures 
to  enlarge  the  present  lots  or  procure  another  lot  for  a  Cemetery. 

Yoted  That  the  section  of  the  Selectmen's  printed  report  referring  to 
Burial  Grounds  be  referred  to  the  Selectmen  with  full  power  to  act  as 
they  consider  for  the  interest  of  the  Town. 

Voted  That  the  Selectmen  be  instructed  to  make  enquiry  as  to  the 
expediency  of  purchasing  in  some  suitable  place  land  proper  for  a  Cem- 
etery for  the  use  of  the  Town,  sufficient  for  many  generations  yet  to 
come,  and  report  to  the  Town  at  a  future  meeting. 

After  the  above  record,  according  to  the  Town  Records,  the 
Selectmen  yearly  made  appropriations  for  the  care  of  the  burying 
grounds  in  Dorchester.  No  particular  reference  was  made  in  the 
appropriation  orders  to  any  ground,  and  no  mention  is  made 
directly  or  otherwise  of  changes  or  improvements  in  the  Dor- 
chester North  Ground.
